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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 1,2 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Berry, III in view of Markl. 

Claims are rejected for the reasons as set forth in the Decision on Appeal 
mailed 6-20-03 in parent application SN 08/996,567. The only appreciable 
distinction in the newly filed claims is that voltage on power lines is 
"repeatedly" changed to control alarms. Since the previous claims taught 
changing power on power lines to control timing of the alarms, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to repeatedly change 
power whenever a change in alarm timing was desired. It is conventional 
in the alarm art that strobing light systems have a light flash more than 
once when an alarm condition is sensed, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would have recognized that if a change in power was utilized to control 
the strobe timing, then plural power changes would have been necessary 
to have the strobe flash plural times. 

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Berry, III 
in view of Markl and Tigwell. 

Claim 3 is rejected for the reasons as set forth in the Decision on Appeal mailed 
6-20-03 in parent application SN 08/996,567. 
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3. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Berry, III 
in view of Markl, Tigwell and Kollin. 

Claim 4 is rejected for the same reasons as set forth in the Decision on Appeal 
mailed 6-20-03 in parent application SN 08/996,567. 

4. It is noted that the details of claim 8 which were considered patentable by the 
Board in the Decision rendered on 6-20-03, have been removed from the current 
claims, and thus the present claims are rejected for the reasons as previously presented 
in the Board Decision.
